DETROIT, Mich., Aux. 7.—Charies E. 
‘Hughes, speaking today to # manufac- 
turers of Detroit and vicinity, employing 
nearly 100,00 men, congratulated them 
wpon what they had done for the wel- 
fare of their employes, told them that 
the democracy of the United States 
sould not stand for a continuation of 
“this alleged strife between capital and 
labor,” and declared that the American 
workmen should not be regarded as a 
mere economic unit but as “a fellow 
worker, a human being.” 

Hughes’ address was impromptu and 
followed a brief speech by J. M. Eaton, 
gpokesman for the manufacturers, who 
outlined the welfcre measures for em- 
Qloyer taken by industrial concerns 
here and suggested that the nominee in- 
gorse a movement looking to the forma- 
tion of a national welfare association 
@f menufacturers. Hughes said he re- 
garded the suggestion “very favorably.” 

A few minutes later he spoke to a 
group of suffragists. The day was hot 

' gnd the air of the little room where he 

| gecelved the manufacturers and the suf- 

fragists was almost stifling. He spoke 

' ith his wife standing beside him. 

* Hughes reiterated in his address to the 
' gtffragists his declaration in New 
York that the suffragist question should 

be settled speedily by giving the vote 
to women all over the country. He said 
he had formed this opinion long ag. 
before he thought tne time ever would 
come that he would have to announce 
his position publicly. 
Ad@ddress to Manufacturers. 
In his address to the manufacturers 
Hughes said in part: 
- . “We-are all working men in 
-  eountry.. We are in different spheres 
' ef activity, but we ought to have a 
_ gense of co-operation so that every man 
takes pride in what he is doing and in 
doing it to the best of his ability, be- 
cause he is working alongside of every 
other man for the good of the country. 

“In your welfare work you are but- 
tressing democracy. The human factor 
ts, after all, the important factom You 
may develop your physical plants, your 
physical instrumentalities, distfibution 
and everything that goes to make up 
the material side of prosperity, but 
you are absolutely hopeless without the 
human factor, and in America, the land 
of free men, the man who is at’work 
for a living must feel that the country 
{4s doing the right thing by him. He is 
entitled to be safe in his work, to have 
every precaution taken against every 
sort-of accident that can be prevented. 

“A man is put at work. How can be 
refuse the job which stands between 
him and starvation? It is perfectly idle 
to say in our industrial conditions that 
he can take or refuse the work, accord- 
ing to his idea of the safety appliances 
which may be provided to protect him. 

Must Be Prohibited. 

“You have got to protect him. No man 
can work in any position where his 
life, his limb or his health are subject 
to any unnecessary risk. That is good 
Americanism and that.is good business. 

“We are not materialists in this 
country; we are all idealists, but the. 
one thing that appeals to the working 
man is the idea that he is equal to some 
job in a first-class way. That is what 
makes him proud; that is what makes 
him satisfied; and when you consider 
our great industrial manufacturers and 
the enormous extension of our indus- 
trial markets, the hope that in all this 
there will be right through it the spirit 
of human brotherhood, of fellowship 
and of co-operation, so that managers 

_ &nd working men will féel that they 

» re engaged in a common cause.

SEPT, 19—DISCUSSES PLANS 


Exetutive Probably Will Make No 
Campaign Speeches U atil Con- 
gress Has Adjourned. 
WASHINGTON, Aug. 7.—Plans for 
formally notifying President Wilson of 
his nomination and for speaking engage 
ments during the campaign were dis- 
cussed at a conference today betwéen 
the President, Vance C. McCormick, 
chairman of the Democratic National 
Committee and Homer S. Cummings. 
vice chairman of the National Commit- 
tee and chairman of the Speakers’ Bu- 

reau. 

The President does not expect to make 
any campaign speeches before Congress 
adjourns. He has invitations before him 
tc speak in various parts of the country 
between Sept. 1 and election day. He 
probably will go to St. Louis, Sept. 19 
and may make speeches at various 
points on the trip. 


ENGLAND WORRIED OVER FATE 
OF PRISONERS TAKEN AT KUT 


Lor@g Robert Cecil Saya Porte Has 
Not Replied to Inquiries Through 
American Embassy. 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—Apprehension exists 
as to the fate of the British prisoners 
taken at thé surrender of Kut-el-Amara 
to the Turks. Lord Robert Cecil said 
in the House of Commons today that re- 
peated inquiries had been made through 
the American embassy at Constantinople 
to ascertain the whereabouts of these 
prisoners, but that no reply had been 
received from the Porte. 

This, he said, inspired considerable 
misgivings, as the prisoners were com- 
pelled, aftcr the fall of Kut-el-Amara, 
to cross the desert at the worst season 
of t*> year.

OFF MAINE COAST 


Sighted From Cross Island, Near 
Machias Port, Which Is Close 
to New Brunswick Line,

CRAFT SEEN A LARGE ONE 


No U. S. Submersible Is Known 
to Be Anywhere in That 
Vicinity. 


MACHIAS PORT, Me., Aug. 7.—Capt. 
Small of the Cross Istana coast guard 
station reported this morning that his 
station had sighted a large submarine 
bound west. Its nationality Goul4 rot be 
determined but the captain said he had 
no doubt that it was an undersea craft. 

The submarine was coming to the sur- 
face when it was sighted and after run- 
ning awash 15 minutes again submerged. 
It was thought that the vessel might be 
the German submarine Bremen. So far 
as can be learned there are no United 
States submarines off the Maine coast. 

Machiias Port, Me., is only a short dis- 


tance below the border of New Bruns- 
wick. 


The lookout who sighted the submarine 
later said that he saw the vessel in 
clear weather five miles to the south- 
east. As the vessel came to the ‘sur- 
face Ahe lookout said he heard sever l 
blasts from the signal horn at the light- 
house on Seal Island, a British posses- 
sion. 

It is believed that the keeper of tho 
lighthouse was signaling to the keeper 
at Grand Manan Light, also’ British 
owned, that a submarine had veen 
sighted. Immediately after the whistle 
sounded the submarine submerged. A 
few moments later a haze set in and it 
was impossible to see more than four 
miles off Cross Island. 

Probable Reoute of Craft, 

Cross Island lies close to the Maine 
coast. If the vessel] was the Bremen, 
she was either off her course or, for 
reasons best known to the master of 
the merchantman, had chosen to come 
in, close to the enemy’s country in order 
to arrive sooner within the three-mile 
limit. 

To be off Cross Island, the submarine. 
must have skirted the coast of Nova 
Scotia and rounded Sabie igiand, thence 
heading north along the ede of the Bay 
of Fundy instead of taking the more 
direct route, and crossed the Gulf of 
Maine to Bar Harbor or Portland. 

The indicated course would bring her 
within the three-mile limit soon after 
she was sighted, und from then on she 
vould have plenty of water to keep her 
within the neutral zone. 

A canvas of naval stations and build- 
ers appeared to establish that no Ameri- 
can submarines were off this coast. 
Men who are close to naval affairs ex- 
pressed the conviction that no subma- 
rine of the entente allies was now in 
Canadian waters or near the New En- 
gland coast. 


Lowell W. Dunn, the lookout on Cross 
Island, later reported that he thought 
he had sighted a second submarine con- 
siderably smaller than the first one. 

‘“T was standing on the hill looking out 
to sea through my glass,” said Dunn. 
"It wae  ,erfectly clear at the time, 
while the water was smooth. The first 
of the tvo sulimerines appeared from 
beneath ttc surface at about 8:25 o’clock 
and I should judge thit her hull was 
19 or 12 feet out of water. Although she 
was a distance of more thar. five miles 
off shore I could plainly make out what 
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has been known. to fight dogs.

EFFORT 10 END 
NEW YORK'S CAR 
STRIKE A FAILURE 


Tentative Agreement Ratified by 
Men; Company’s Directors 
Reject It. 

THE TERMS PROPOSED 
Employes Were to Be Permitted 
to Organize; Arbitration of 
Differences. 


NEW YORK, Aug. 7.~—The efforts of 
Mayor Mitchel and of Public Service 
Commissioner Straus to settle the street 
railway strike in New York failed to- 
day. After a protracted meeting the 
directors of the New York Railway Co. 
declined at this time to ratify the ten- 
tative agreement proposed by the two 
rublic officials as a basis for a settle- 

The striking employes of the New 
York Railway Co. ratified the tentative 
agreement, which was accepted in their 
bebulf by their leaders, and President 
Shonts «f the street railway company 
also accepted the agreement and sub- 
mitted it to the directors. 

Union leaders said the men were 
ready to go back to work if the agree- 
ment should be ratified by the direc- 
tors. In substance the agreement pro- 
vides: 

1 The company shall concede the 
men’s right to organize. >. The company 
shall agree to meet and deal with any 
men whom the employes may. select as 
a committee in the event of dirferences 
arising. 3. The questions of wages and 
hours of labor shall be placed in the 
hands of committees representing both 
sides for settlement, If possible, by Aug. 
20. 4. If no agreement is reached by Aug. 
2%, the differences shall be referred to 
an impartial board of three citizens for 
arbitration. 

The Third Avenue Railroad Co. dl- 
rectors had a meeting also, after which 
an official statement was issued which 
failed to disclose what action had been 
taken, but saying that ‘‘no demands of 
any kind have been made by the em- 
ployes of the Third Avenue Railroad.” 
Vice-President Maher said he had been 
given full power to act and would re. 
port to the Public Service Commission. 


POPE SAID TO WANT FRENCH 
CIVILIANS RETURNED TO HOMES 


Reported That He Will Protest to 
Germany Against Their 
Deportation. 

PARIS, Aug. 7.—The Pope, after a 
careful study of the protest against the 
deportation of inhabitants of Northern 
France, has decided to make a protest 
to Germany, according to a news dis- 

patch from Rome received here. 

The protest was sent to the Pope by 
the Bishop of Lille and the Archbishop 
of Rheims. It is stated that the Pop» 
will ask Berlin that at least women and 
young girls be sent back to their homes, 
and that ne will publicly express his 
reprobation of the action of the German 
military authorities if his protest is ig- 
nored.

Found in Bottie. 

BERLIN, Aug. 7, by wireless to Say- 
ville.—Extracts from letters found last 
February in a bottle picked up in the 
Skagerrak, containing last messages 
from the commander cf the crow of the 
Zeppelin L-19, wrecked in the North 
Sea, have been made public by the 
Overseas Newa Agency. The writings 
in the bottle tnclude the final report 
of the Zappelin’s commander, written 
an hour before the airship finally went 
down. 

One of them says: ‘An Engish trawler 
came along this morning, but refused to 
save us.” 


BRITONS FOREGO HANK HOLIDAY 


Englishmen to Keep Busy Until 

Urgent Manition Demand Ia Over. 

LONDON, Aug. 7.—With the exception 
of a portion of the coal miners of South 
Wales and the cotton brokers of Lan- 
cashire, the British working people to- 
day loyally accepted the decision of the 
Government that holidays be postponed 
until the demand for munitions is not 
urgent. The South Wales miners’ unions 
decided early last week to observe to- 
day—""Bank Holiday,” one of Great 
Britain’s national holidays—as usual, 
but later reversed their decision upon 
representations by the authorities that 
coal was necessary to the continued 
working of the munition factories.

CHILD PARALYSIS EPIDEMIC 
BEGINS SIXTH WEEK UNABATED 


Persons tn New York Who Have Re« 
covered From Disease Asked te 
Give Blood for Serum... 

NEW YORK, Aug. 7.—Today markéd 
the beginning of the sixth week of the 
epidemic of infantile paralyete and the 
daily bulletin iseved by the Health De- 
partment shows that the plague con- 
tinues unabated. During the 24 hours 
preceding 10 o’clock this morning 44 
children died of the disease in the five 
boroughs of New York City, and 14 
new cases were reported. Since the tne 
ception of the epidemic there have been 
5168 cases, of which number 1143 proved 
fatal. 

An appeal was issued today by the 
New York World to persone who have 
suffered from infantile paralysis and 
who have recovered to give small quan- 
tities of their blood go that a serum can 
be obtained and administered to those 
now victims of similar attacks. 

It is stated that the appeal was made 
at the request of the Department of 
Health and of several physiciana who 
afte foremost in the fight against the 
plague. Physiclana said that owing to 
a lack of serum: with which to make 
numerous conclusion tests, its value has 
not yet been fully proved, but indicated 
that there is a possibility that, if admin- 
istered early enough, it will prevent 
paralysis and save the patient from be- 
coming crippled. 


RUMANIAN CRISIS HAS PASSED 


Berlin Thinks C.untry Will Not Hater 
War at Present, 


BERLIN, via London, Aug. 7.~Ac- 
cording to dispatches from Sofia thw 
tonsion created by Rumania’s recent 
position toward the central Powers is 
subsiding and the crisis is considered 
passed. It is generally belleved here 
that while the joining by Rumania with 
t+ entente allies had been seriously 
considered, Rumanian statesmen have 
decided to postpone action. The an- 
nouncement that Von Hindenburg ta in 
command of the Austro-German forcer 
along this front has created an im- 
pression in Rucharest. 

It ie understood the Rumania Gov- 
ernment had intended declaring war 
solely on Attstria-Hungary.

The work of desig- 
nating these districts and selecting the 
centers at which the loan banks are 
to be located will be the first important 
duty of the Farm Loan Board and is 


expected to result in just as many bit- 
ter contests as preceded the announce- 
ment of the lines of the 12 Federal re- 


reserve banks. The only directory pro- 
vision in the farm loan act says that 
land banks shall be located with par- 
ticular reference to the farm loan needs 
of the country, so the board will have 
wide discretion. Many applications from 
cities, particularly in the Northwest and 
Southwest, already have been filed in 
the Treasury, but the board will not 
make public {ts conclusions untfl it has 
traveled over the country and held 
hearings in many states. 

Each Federal land bank must have a 


before it can start business. If within 
30 days after books are opened for sub- 
scriptions to the stock of any of these 


not subscribed that amount, the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury is directed to sub- 
scribe for the United States in the 
needed sums. Stock in the banks may 
pay dividends when earned, but the 
United States as a stockholder cannot 
participate with others. 

The banks will not, except in special 
cases, loan direct to farmers, but 
through the agency of National Farm 
Loan Associations, which may be or- 
ganized to any number in a land bank 
district by any 10 owners or  =~»pres- 
pective owners of farm land who desire 
to secure loans on farm property. Ap- 
plications for charters for these associa- 
tions must go up to the Farm Loan 
Board and may be refused by it. No as- 
sociation will be chartered unless it is 
shown that signing members desire 
loans totaling at least $20,000. 

In applying for membership in an as- 
sociation a farmer must take 5 per cent 
of the face value of thé desired loan in 
stock of the association. 

Applications for loans are to be passed 
upon by a loan committee of the farm 
loan association. Loans will be made 
only on first mortgages or farm proper- 
ty and the value of the land will be the 
main consideration. The land will be 


subject to inspection by an appraiser of 


:the Farm Loan Board. Loans will be 


made only for purchase of land, for its 
improvement, or for purchase of live- 
stock, equipment, fertilizers, or to pro- 
vide buildings on a farm or to liquidate 
indebtedness, existing when the first 
association is formed in the county 
where land is located. No loan will be 
made of more than $10,000 nor less than 
$100. Interest will not be charged great- 
er than 6 per cent. The loan itself witi 
be reduced through an amortization plan 
providing for reduction by annual or 
semiannual payments on the principal. 
No mortgage shall run for more than 
40 years nor less than five, and there 
are the necessary provisions in the law 
for satisfaction of overdue interest or 
amortization payments. 


Where Money Is to Come From. 
The money to be loaned will come 


through the Federal land banks, passed 
to the hands of the National Farm Loan 
Associations and to the farmer. The 
capital stock of the land banks will not 
give them much loaning power so Con- 
gress increased that power greatly by 
euthorizing the banks to issue farm 
loan bonds and sell them in the open 
market. The act provides that when a 
Federal land bank has loaned $50,000 to 
farmers it may issue a corresponding 
amount of farm loan bonds, and that 
the total that may be issued by any one 
bank on a minimum capital of $750,000, 
is to be 20 times that capital. This 
would give each bank $15,000,000 and the 
whole system $180,000,000 to loan on first 
mortgages. 

Farm loan bonds’are to be made at- 
tractiye by payment of not more than 
5 per cent interest and a provision that, 
they shall be exempt from Federal, state 
or municipal taxation. They are made 
legal investments for trust funds. They 
are not to be obligations of the United 
States, but will have behind them the 
first mortgages on farm lands. These 
mortgages also are exempt from taxa- 
tion. 

In case local conditions do not favor 
organization of farm loan associations 
land banks may be authorized By the 
Farm Loan Board to make loans to 


farmers through agents it approves,| 


such as banks, trust or mortgage com- 
panies, and the law permits establish- 
ments of joint stock land banks to lend 
directly to borrowers on first mortgages 
of farm lands. These banks will be un- 
der supervision of the Farm Loan Board, 
but will not be assisted by Federal 
land bank funds as will loan associa- 
tions. The stock banks, however, which 
are to be capitalized at not less than 
$250,000 each, also may issue farm loan 
bonds, exempt from taxation and based 
on first mortgage securities, to the ex- 
tent of fifteen times their capital stock. 
These banks are subject to the same 
provision of the law as loan associa- 
tions, in respect to interest § rates, 
amortization, etc. 

In the beginning the Federal land 
banks will be governed by directors ap- 
pointed by the Farm Loan Board, but 
after subscriptions from loan associa- 
tions to any Federal land bank’s capital 
stock reach $100,000, an elective system 
will become effective, with three direc- 
tors chosen by the board and six by 
the loan associations. The board will 
approve compensation paid directors 
and officers of these banks. The loan 
associations will be directed by unpaid 
officers except a secretary and treasur-

MILITIAMEN RESIGN | 
SFLVES TO A LONG 
STAY ON BORDER 


Prospect of Actual 
Service. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
LAREDO, Tex., Aug. 7.—Opinions 
among the Missouri troops stationed in 
Laredo vary as to why they are here 


Some of the men believe that the 
mobilization of the national guard is a 
preconceived attempt to recruit the 
regular army up to its authorized 
strength. Others are sure that the move 
was made as a demonstration of the 
nation’s preparedness, for election pur- 
poses. Some are sure that the troops 
will be on the border until after the 
European war is over, by which time 
the country will have organized an army 
of a million men. 

Then there are soldiers who believe 
that the Government simply desired to 
“take stock” of its military resources, 
to find out what troops could be counted 
upon and how they are equipped and 
trained. Men can be found who think 
that the army will eventually be sent 
into Mexico when it is ready. Some 
think that the mobilization was a “bluff” 
that worked. 

The visitor in the camps can take his 
choice of any one of a hundred dif- 
ferent explanations of the presence of 
our citizen soldiery on the Rio Grande. 

The wise man has long ago decided 
that he is here because he’s here. 

For the firsc few weeks in camp, the 
question of most vital importance was: 
“When will we go home?” But men 
get tired of thinking eternally on the 
same subject, and the matter has ap- 
parently been shelved for the time being. 

Instead of looking forward to a speedy 
return home, most of the men have con- 
centrated their imagination on the next 
pay day, with its attendant pleasures 
and sorrows. 

Tugs of war, baseball games, new 
friends, better food, cots to sleep on and 
. new knowledge of how to be com- 
fortable are all elements of the situa 
tion that are working for contentment. 

If an announcement should be made 
that they were ordered home, some 
would die of pure joy and the Laredo 
liquor lads would do a rushing business, 
because the majority of the members of 
the national guard, in spite of all that 
may be said, were not raised to be sol- 
diers. They are ready and willing to 
do any service that their country needs, 
but when the emergency has passed 
they want their lives to lead in their 
own way, browsing through the land of 
comfort and plenty on salaries five, 10 
or 60 times as much as they are worth 
to Uncle Sam. 

There are plenty of men who like the 
life of a soldier in the regular army 
and the others arc more than willing 
to “let George do it” 

If army life cons.e'ed of drills, out- 
door life and sports alone and if the 
Government employed laborers to do the 
“dirty work,” the army would appeal to 
n larger class cf young men than it does 
today; but at least half of a soldier’s 
life is devoted to pick-and-shovel work, 
cooking, grooming horses, cleaning their 
stalls, washing and other occupations 
that do not appeal to the romantic side 
of mankind. 

The men in the national guard do not 
object to such work in the least when 
a campaign is on or an emergency 
exists, but most of them would rather 
devote their destinies to other ideals. 
The drille themselves are interesting 
and men like them just as college men 
will drill and train for months to make 
their football team. 

As the artillery goes through Laredo 
on its way to Goat Hill the passerby can 
catch the spirit of the ride. 

The drivers are out for a brisk morn- 
ing ride on a good horse. A canter in 
Forest Park might be more dainty, but 
would not be as exciting. Three teams 
with three drivers pulling a heavy gun 
or caisson at a trot or gallop, over 
rough ground, has a sporting element 
that adds spice to the saddle. 

The cannoneers on the carriages are 
also receiving plenty of exercise trying 
to keep from being thrown off and at- 
tempting all in the same movement to be 
as nonchalant as an American million- 
aire on an English four-in-hand. 

Then, the gun drill on the top of the 
hill is splendid mental and physical 
training. But he who dances must pay 
the piper, and when the battery returns 
and the horses have to be groomed, fed 
and watered, the strain on the muscle 
is more than on the brain. 

Cavalry perhaps has as much fun as 
anybody, and infantrymen do not object 
to drills either. 

Like a college, a camp like Laredo 
broadens any man. He meets and min- 
gles with all kinds of men. He makes 
many real friends and a few enemies 
that do him good. 

The average man will return from this 
life a better man physically, mentally, 
but not financially. And he would like 
to return, say in from three to six 
months, as three or six years is too 
much time to devote to this kind of 
thing unless the boys are needed.

St. Louis Was Not Expected 
Until About Sept. 1. 


Typhoid fever is unusually prevalent 


in St. Louis and vicinity for this period 
of the year. 
reported to the Health Department since 
Aug. 1. Seven cases have developed re- 
cently at Ballwin, St. Louis County. The 
first fatality occurred yesterday at the 
city hospital, when Raymond Bodeker, 
17 years old, of Ballwin, died. 

In the month of August last year but 
37 cases were reported in St. Louis. Tho 
cisease usually becomes troublesome 
about Sept. 1. 
this year has not been accounted for. 

Assistant Health Commissioner Jor- 
dan has found no local condition to ex- 
Plain the numerous

checked up in each family where the 
disease has appeared and have oeen 
found not to be contaminated. Inquiry 
has been made about where the victims 
might have been swimming, but this has 
a thrown light on the source of infec- 
tion.

The appearance 
of the disease in considerable volume in 
St. Louis is usually coincident with the 
return of vacationists. Dr. Jordan does

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PALESTINE’S PEOPLE STARVING. 
Christians in America, where as in other Chris- 


tian countries, Palestine means “The Holy Land,” 
have an opportunity to show their interest in 
that country in a more substantial manner than 
usual. For, owing to the war, about 80,000 in- 
habitants of Palestine have died from starvation 
and thousands more are in dire want. 


Scoffers at Sunday schools have charged that 


the teaching consists in the main of a “pottering 
around Palestine.” However, that may be, there 
are large numbers of Sunday school teachers and 
scholars who probably know as much or more of 
the Holy Land than of their own country. It 
would be shocking if, at this crisis, the sole in- 
terest American Christians displayed in Palestine 
was geographical. 


The able bodied men of Palestine have been 


drafted into the Turkish armies. Animals and 
food have been commandeered, and the local in- 
fustries are ruined. Agriculture ‘s ct < low ebb, 
and the last crop was destroyed by locusts. 


American churches and Sunday schbdols can eas- 


lly give relief in this case. The country is small, 
and it is said that a dollar will keep a person 
alive there for two weeks. Up to this time, the 
American Committee for Armenian and Syrian 
Relief has sent $35,000 to Palestine, but much 
more is needed.

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REINTRODUCING ALCOHOL. 
After two years’ probation, France has reintro- 


duced alcohol. In October, 1914, France abolished 
the use of alcoholics absolutely for the army and 
conditionally for family use. 


“The anti-alcohol legislation has passed 


through varying phases, but never proved quite 
satisfactory,” says the Paris Temps “To begin 
with, the manufacturers of perfumes and of medi- 
cinal tinctures and decoctions objected; then came 
the wholesale permissions demanded by the hos- 
pitals, as well in the field as in the cities. Finally, 
the physicians began prescribing alcoholic bev- 
erages for their patients, especially the conva- 
lescent classes.” 


Now the Chamber of Deputies has formally 


passed a lew making alcoholics once more per- 
missible; but imposing a war tax on them, as fol- 
lows: 


Whisky in bottles, from 300 to 450 francs 
per hectoliter; 80 francs for any liquor con- 
taining more than 12 per cent of alcohol to be 
used in the manufactures, such as perfumes, 
medicines and other pharmaceutical prepar- 
ationg.

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TOO RESTRICTIVE ROAD LAWS. 

St. Louis County voted $3,000,000 worth of bonds 
for good roads last winter. It was the hope that 
road construction might begin the very moment 
weather conditions permitted in the spring, that 
by this time a large amount of work would be 
well under way and that the end of the fall season 
would see permanent improvement completed on 
a considerable mileage of county roads.

Syrup is the best sweetening. 
Fruit juices make the best drinks. 

Orange and pineapple juice added to 
rich Jemonade improve it for some peo- 
ple. 

Half a cup of lemon juice, six table- 
spoonfuls of syrup, and three cupfuls 
of cvld water make a good lemonade. 

Curant jelly dissolved in either hot or 
cold water makes an excellent drink. So 
do many other jellies. 

Chilled blackberry or raspberry juice 
Giluted to taste and served with or 
without a slice of lemon touches the 
spot. - 

Fruit lemonade is made by adding 
small pieces of sliced pineapple, orange, 
muskmelon, cherries and a sprig of mint 
leaves. 

Use the lemon squeezer on oranges just 
as on lemons and pour the juice on fine- 
ly cracked, artificial ice. This is an 
especially healthful drink, but like other 
iced drinks, should be swallowed slowly. 

Grind a can of sliced pineapple in a 
small sausage grinder and mix it with 
two gallons of water. The sliced pine- 
apple is better than that which is al- 
ready grated, so the best results are 
obtained by buying the sliced article 


}and using the food chopper. 


Cool Drinks for Hot Days | 


Lemon eggnog is a good food as well 
as a drink. Make it by beating an egg 
yolk until it is lemon colored and thick. 
Then add a teaspoonful of sugar gradu- 
ally and follow this with the stiffly 
beaten white of the egg. Add a table- 
spoonful of lemon juice and serve while 
cold, 

Almost all these drinks may be sweet- 
ened better and more economically with 
syrup than with sugar, because it dis- 
solves more completely and is not wast- 
ed by settling at the bottom of the cup 
and being thrown out. Make it by add- 
ing a cup of sugar to a cup of water, 
stirring until the sugar is dissolved and 
then boiling slowly for 10 minutes with- 
out stirring. Cool the syrup and put it 
in a bottle or fruit jar until wanted for 
use.
